June 9.—When 
Roosevelt left Washington today on 4 
two days’ trip to Virginia. he was con- 
fident that the result of the international 
Negotiations for peace in he Far East 
had been successful and that the fihal 
Diow tn the Russo-Japanese war had 
Been struck. So deeply interested ts he 
in bringing the two belligerents nations 
86 a common understanding that he 
would not have left the white house at 
the time when the situation was so deli- 
Gate until he had obtained assurances 
that his efforts to bring Ruesia and Japan 
into contact, In an amicable spirit, had 
been successfully concluded. 
Exchanges Very Valuable. 

Witle extreme reticence is manifested 
in every official and diplomatic quarter, 
it is known authoritatively that the ex- 
changes which have been {n progress for 
the past ten days befween the Washing- 
ton government and the powers of the 
world, Including the two belligerent na- 
tions, have been successful to an unex- 
pected degree. President Roosevelt. who 
has taken ithe lead in the negotiations, 
has been accorded the cordial support 
of the great continental powers, includ- 
ing Russia's nearest friend, France. The 
@irect representations made through Am- 
bassador Meyer ait! St. Petersburg to the 
czar were received by Emperor Nicholas 
in a most friendly spirit. Tokio respon4- 
ed in an equally amicable way. So near 
are the two warring powers to amicable 
contact at this moment that In all Wash- 
ington ‘circles, Official and diplomat’r, 
fa) ‘ RIY . 
optimism, 

It im not untikely. that within 48 hours 
a definite statement of the situation may 
be issued from St. Petersburg, Tokio or 
Washington, which will throw clear ‘ight 
upon it. It can be said that only Tokto 
remains yet to be heard from regarding 
a phase of the negotiations. That the 
response of the mikado’s government wil! 
be favorable, no doubt is entertal 

An identical note, the text of Which. 
by authority of fhe president, was made 
public late tonight at the white house 
by Secretary Loeb, has been forwarded 
to the governments of Russia and Japan 
by President Roosevelt. In the Inte-est 
of humanity the president urges the 
warring nations to conclude peace. It 
ig suggested by the president that the 
negotiations for peace be conducted ‘df. 
rectly and exclusively”’ between the belig- 
erent nations. The note indicates the 
president's belief that an Intermediary 
May not be necessary to effect conclusive 
negotiations, but likewise expresses the 
president's willingness to do all that he 
properly may do to promote the prelimi- 
Mary arrangements for a time and place 
for the méeting of representatives of Rus- 
gian and Japanese governments. 

Roosevelt to Japan and Russia. 

The following is the text of the daf-- 
patch as given ouf:

channels, to the Japanese and Russian 
governments:

T. PETERSBURG, June 9.—(Mid-

No further definite development fs now 
expected until President Roosevelt _ re- 
turns to Washington from his trip to 
Virginia. 

Statements in the dispatches that the 
President's sole aim is to bring the war- 
ring powers together in direct negotia- 
tions have been confiremd. There has 
been no undertaking on his part to ap- 
prise Russia of the Japanese terms, nor, 
it is believed, to find a preliminary basis 
for negotiations. The main obstacle to 
the President's, efforts has been removed 
with the Empéror’s acquiescence in his 
initiative and negotiations are probably 
now proceeding at Tokio. 

When the question of the naming of 
peace plenipotentiaries is raised the 
name of George DeStaal, who preceded 
Count Benkendorff as Russian ambas- 
sador at London, and who was president 
of the peace conference at The Hague 
in 1899, at once occurs to every Russian, 


Great Deal of Skepticism. 

Notwithstanding the progress already 
made, a great deal of skepticism is mani- 
fested in certain quarters as to the re- 
sult of Presidents Roosevelt's demarch- 
es. The public seems reluctant to believe 
that the Emperior could have assentt®d to 
anything like a movement toward peace. 
Some cynics even try to create the im- 
pression. that Russia is only seeking to 
ascertain .Japan’s terms, and. ...en, by 
flaunting the hard conditions imposed in 
the faces of the represéntatives of the

however, is mere irresponsible chatter.

He has only | 
assented to a proposition submitted by the | 
head of a friendly power, and the mat- | 
ter officially goes.no further than that 
Russia, now as ever, is ready to see if a) 
common, basis can be reached. 

The commencement of formal peace ne- 
gotiations, especially if coupled with the 
prompt annodncénmrent of the convoking 
of a national assembly, may avert the 
threatened crisis which ‘the liberals are! 
forcing. upon the government, or it may, 
only serve to precipitate it, 

Moscow Hotbed of Protest. 

Moscow is now a perfect hotbed of pro- 
test against the exfsting regime, and the 
address which the deputattion from the 
all-Russian zemstvo congress held there 
has brought to St. Petersburg to present 
to the emperor has fairly stunned the 
members of the gavernment. Nothing 
approaching such language used in the 
document from men of such standing as 
those who signed it has ever before been 
heard in Russia. There is a peremptory 
ring about it which is ominous. Those 
bearing the address come to St. Pecters- 
burg claiming to be the plenipotentiartes 
of the Russian people delivering an ultl- 
matum, not begging terms, but demand- 
ing rights and almost threatening the 
government with civil war if it does not 
yield. What is more ominous still is that 
the body which this deputation repre- 
sents has not left Moscow, but has oniy 
adjourned, awaiting the emperor’s reply,

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HELD AT MANILA 
They Are-in Custody of Rear 
Admiral Train, 


Washington, June 9.—Secretary Taft has 
received the following cablegram. from 
Governor Wright at Manila: 

“Russian warships did not leave har- 
bor within the required twenty-four 
hours; as a result are now in custody cf 
Admiral Train, who informs me he has 
taken necessary steps to intern them. 
They are now behind breakwater under 
the guns of the Ohio and Monadnock.

In Connection With the Allegea 
Loakage—Secret Service Agent» 
are Probing: the Matte 
and Will Report to 
Secretary Wilson. 
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Washington. June 9.—(Special.)—At his 
own request, E. 8. Holmes, Jr., assistant 
chief of the bureau of statistics, depari- 
ment of agriculture, and acting chief in 
the absence of Mr. Hyde, was today sus- 
pended, pending the investigation which 
is now being made of the charges of 
“leakage’’ made by Secretary Cheatham, 
of the Southern Cotton Association. 
Secretary Wilson has nothing to say re- 
garding the matter. 

Mr. Holmes, In the course of a state- 
ment to The Constitution correspondent, 
pointed out that his name had been used 
in the reports of the Investigation pub- 
lished by some of the New York papers 
this morning, and said he had decided to 
request his own suspension in order to 
facilitate the investigation. He is by no 
means worried by the investigation, but, 
on the contrary, treats it as more or less 
of a joke, and is quite confident that it 
will completely exonerate him. 

Some of the recent reports had inti- 
mated that Jasper Wilson, son of the 
secretary, and his private secretary, was 
connected with the alleged leakage, and 
one of Mr. Holmes’ reasons for taking 
the action he @id today was to emphasize 
the fact that young Mr. Wilson could 
not: possibly know anything about the 


It j@ understood that the secret service 
agents who are investigating the matter 
will be ready to report tomorrow or Mon- 
day. Well-informed ‘persons say it is a 
forsgone conclusion that the investigation 
will show that neither Mr. Holmes nor 
anybody else has heen guilty of selling or 
offering to sell information. 

Secretary Wilson has determined not to 
disclose the names of the experts who 
will conduct the examination of the 
statistician’s office. It is at the request 
of the cheif expert employed by the de- 
partment that this matter is kept secret. 
He believes if his identity is not known 
he will be unhampered in his work, and 
the seoner will arrive at the bottom of 
the charges. 

The experts are unlimited as to time 
and money in making their investigation, 
aithough it is expected the inquiry will 
not extend uvver three or four days.

Washington, June 9.—In the presence of 
Assistant Secretary of State Loomis and 
Minister Bowen, Secretary Taft today 
heard a statement from W. W. Russell, 
the American minister who has been 
transferred from Bogota to Caracas, and

Loomis when the latter was minister. to 
Venezuela, regarding matters connected 
with what is known as-the Bowen-Loomis 
controversy. The inquiry today concerned 
chiefly the Mercador claim, and Mr. 
Loomis’ connection with it. The testi- 
mony of Mr. Russell was not of a sen- 
sational character. Its effect on the case 
cannot be learned at the war department, 
At the. close, of, the inquiry. Mr. Bowen 
filed the following request:

Grover Cleveland and Others Asked 
to Act as Trustees for Pur--

New York, June 9.—Paul Morton, wh 
retires. from the secreétaryship of the 
navy on July |, was today elected chair- 
man of the board of directors of 
the Equitable Lifg Assurance  §80- 
clety. His election marks the first and 
most important step in the reorganization 
of the society, and was followed by the 
tender of the resignations of President 
James W. ~ Alexander, Vice’ President 
Hyde, Second Vice President Tarbell, 
Third Vice President Wilson and Fourth 
Vice President McIntyre. 

It is known that Brayton jves, who was 
from the outset of the controversy on the 
side of ‘the conservative element, pro- 
tested against some of the proceedings of 
thé meeting and is* believed to have voted 
against Mr. Morton's selection. 

Free Hand for Morton.

Steps Outlined for Increasing Cotton 
Cutput of Africa, it Be- 
ing Contended United 
States Won’t Supply 
the World. 


Manchester, Eng... June 8,—The interna- 
tlona] cotton congress adjourned today 
after deciding to meet in Germany in 
1906. 

The congress passed resolutions urging 
the nations of Hurope to promote the cul- 
tivation. of. cotton in their possessions, 
and instructed the international commit- 
tee to endeavor td secure the amendment 
of the rules of the adhering associations, 
with a view to improving the baling and 
marking of cotton in the United States 
and Egypt. 

J. A, Hutton, vice chairman of the 
British committee on growing of the as- 
sociation, outlined steps for the increase 
of the output of cotton in Africa, India 
and elsewhere. He insisted that the 
United States would not be able to sup- 
ply the increasing demand for cotton, 
and said that the efforts of American

‘Lawyer Must Ble. for Mure 


of Millionaire Rice, 


New York Court of Appeals Refuses 
to Grant New Trial—Patrick 
Has Succeeded in Postpon- 
ing His Fate for Over 
Three Years. 


Albany, N. Y., June 9:—The court of ap- 
peals today by a divided count four to 
three, sustained thé lower courts in ad- 
judging Albert T. Patrick, the New York 
lawyer, guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree in causing the death of Wm. Marsh 
Rice, an olf mifilonaire, formerly a 
resident of Texas. Patrick was convict- 
ed on an indictment charging him with 
‘murder of Rice by chloroform and mer- 
cury, administered to him during his 
sickness on September 23, 1900. 

The case reached the court of appeals 
on March 14, of this year. Patrick 
has succeeded in postponing the ultimate 
decision of his fate by over three years 
by a display of acumen and resourceful- 
ness that has excited the wonder of the 
members of the bar and the public at 
large. 

Opinion of the Court. 

The opinion of the court was written 
by Judge Gray. He sets forth that 
“It was not claimed that Patrick person- 
ally committed the murder for the pros- 
ecution had the voluntary confession of 
Jones that it was he who did it, induce- 
ed and aided thereto by Patrick; buf the 
defendant was a principal in the commis- 
sion of the crime, under our law, if he 
aided and abetted it, whether present or 
absent.’’ 

After a review of the evidence Judge 
Gary holds that “the jury might well 
find upon evidence that the death was 
not the result of natural causes and 
that it could only be accounted for as 
having happened in the way testified to 
by Jones; that is by chloroform pqyson, 
administered while the victim was 
sleeping.” 

In conclusion Judge Gray said chat 
the evidence, independently of the tes- 
timony of the accomplice, is fraught wita 
a crushing implication of the defendant 


‘In the deliberate purpose to kill Rice in 


order that he might possesa, his ¢4s- 


tate."’ 
The Dissenting Judges. 

The dissenting judges hold that mate- 
rial errors were permittted in swe trial 
of the case and that special evidence in 
Patrick’s favor was improperly exclud- 
ed. Judge O’Brien’s opinion holds that it

United States Won't Interfere 
in Case of Mrs: - Rogers,

Decision is Rendered by Justice Peck- 
ham — Governor of Vermont 
Says That the Law 
Must Take Its 
Course. 


Albany, N. Y., June 9.—Justice Ru- 
fus W. Peckham, of the United States 
supreme court, today declined to grant 
@ writ of error, which would allow the 
case of Mrs. Mary~ Rogers, of Vermont, 
now under sentence for the murder of 
her husband, to go to the United States 
court. 

Montpelier, Vt., June 9.—The decision 
cf Judge Peckham, supreme court in 
the Mary Rowers’ murder case, is taken 
here as meaning that thé last step has 
been taken to save the woman’s life. 

Middlesboro, Vt., June 9.—Governor 
Bell, when informed of the Peckham de- 
cision today, said:

“By this revolutionary proceeding,” 
said the premier, ‘‘the storthing does not 
only without the cooperation of the king, 
but without the least consideration of 
Sweden, and on its own authority de- 
termined upon the rupture of the union 
which existed by virtue of a mutual con- 
vention drawn up in accordance with the 
laws and which can in no way be broken 
except By the assent of the two coun- 
tries. Inasmiich as the resolution of 
the storthing is a great and profound 
violation of the rights of Sweden, it is 
indisputably necessary that the riksdag 
should be summoned in extraordinary ses- 
sion witHout delay, to deliberate on the 
geasures to be taken by Sweden in view 
of what has passed. The resignations 
of the ministers of Sweden and Norway 
at Copenhagen, Rome and Madrid were 
tendered by telegraphy and accepted.” 

Hungary Congratulates Norway. 

Budapest, June 9. ~The members of the 
(parliamentary opposition sent a con- 
gratulation to the Norwegian storthing 
wishing it success and saying that Hun- 
gary, encouraged by the example of Nor- 
way, will fight with redoubled strength to 
secure her national rights. 

No Bernadotte Prince for Norway. 

Copenhagen, June 9—All hope that 
King Oscar or Crown Prince Gustay will 
yield to the request of the Norwegian 
storthing to place a prince of the house 
of Bernadotte on the throne of Norway 
has now disappeared according to a high 
authority. 

The Danish royal family has also set 
the stamp of disapproval on the accept- 
ance of throne by a Danish prince.

Mrs. Markles Mistakes a 
Bottle of Carbolic Acid 
for Lime Water. 


Mistaking a bottle of carbolic acid for 
a bottle of Mme water, both of which she 
had purchased earlier that morning, Mrs. 
Julius Markles, of 264 Auburn avenue, 
the wife of a merchant, drank freely of 
the former about 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and two hours later died at 
Grady hospital. 

The store of the husband of the deceased 
is facing the House, and Mr. Markles saw 
his wife fall in the dining room. She 
had been in delicate health for several 
months. 

Mr, Markles rushed to the prostrate 
form of his wife, and threw cold water in 
her face, thinking she had only fainted. 
About 10 o'clock he began to suspect that 
something serious was the trouble with 
her, and cafled for a Grady hospital 
anrbulance, 

Mrs. Markles was a foreigner, and un- 
able to read English. Both of tho bottles 
were on the mantel, side by side, and are 
Similar in size and shape. She probably 
mistook one for the other. It was found 
that the bottle of carbolic acid had been 
used, while the lime water had not been 
touched. 

The deceased was aged 24 yoars. She 
is survived by her husband and ‘three 
children. 


GAS FRANCHISE 
PUT AT $225,000 


Atlanta Gas Light Co. and 
Comptroller General 
Compromise, 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
srcceeded in securing substantial addi- 
tions to the franchise tax returns of 
two large gas companies without’ the 
recessity of resorting to arbitration, 
agreements having been reached with 
their officials after one or two confer- 
ences. 

In the case of the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company, whose franchise was returned 
ac $147,500, the Same as last year, the 
comptroller general demanded an increasa 
©: more than §100,000, asking a total 
return of $250,000. This demand was 
based on the increased earning powers 
cf the plant. Neither the company nor 
the comptroler general wanted to resort 
to arbitration, and a compromise was 
finally reached yesterday, under which 
the valuation of the company’s frunchise 
is put at $225,000, which is an increas? 
of $77,600 over the return of last year, 
cr more than 60 per cent:

gram to the Wai Wu Pu (board of for- 
eign affairs): 

“The exclusion laws originally passed 
by the government of the United States 
were againat Chinese laborers, but now 
they are leveled equally against mer- 
chants. students, literati and all other 
classes, except Chinese officials proceed- 
ing under government orders and accred- 
ited to the government of the United 
States. Under such circumstances our 
minister to Washington has refused to 
sign the renewal of the treaty with Tre- 
@ard to this matter. We understand the 
American minister is urging your board 
for the immediate signing of the. treaty. 
As this matter concerns al) classes 
throughout China, we sincerely desire 
that you will instruct our minister to 
withhold his signature until the right of 
entry into America is accorded all trad- 
ers, students and gentry. We beg to in- 
form you that the community is dis- 
contented with the present situation and 
all those connected with this body have 
decided to cease al) traffic in American 
goods until such time as a gatisfactory 
séttlement is arrived at. We feel as- 
sured that if you impress upon the peo- 
ple of the United States that their com- 
mercial interests in China are being 
jeopardized, and if you at the same time 
strongly protest, the government of the 
United §tates will yield.” 


This telegram to the board of for- 
eign affairs concludes with the state- 
ment that the Shanghai merchants 
sent similar telegrams to the superin- 
tendents of commerce in the Paiyang 
and Nanyang commercia] circuits, and 


{also to the guilds at Hankow, Shasi, 


Ichang, Changsha, Chinkiang, WNan- 
king, Kiukiang, Wuhu, Nganking, 
Fuchow, Amoy, Swatow, Hong Kong, 
Canton and Wurhou. This serves to 
show that the movement is destined 
to be general, not merely local, for 
the Chinese are past masters in or- 
ganization and in cooperative action. 

From this report, The American 
Cotton Manufacturer holds that the 
Shanghai movement cannot be re- 
garded otherwise than _ seriously. 
“There is,” says this representative 
trade journal, “no note of uncertainty 
in the resolutions, and if -they are 
lived up to we shafl feel their baneful 
effect just as quickly as existing 
contracts are filled. The idea that 
the Chinaman had made up his mind 
to act in this manner was scouted 
as ridiculous in certain quarters, ar- 
guing that an aggregation of jealous 
European business rivals resident in 
the Bast had started the scare. It 
now appears that the serious view of 
the situation held by manufacturers 
and sellers of export cottons is the 
correct one.” 

It will be seen from the resolutions 
adopted at the Shanghai meeting that 
these Chinese merchants are asking 
nothing whatsoever but that to which 
they are, from every standpoint of 
justice, entitled. They make no ob- 
jection whatsoever to the rigid en- 
forcement of exclusion laws against 
‘the coolie labor; but they do enter 
protest, and rightly, against the un- 
just and unwarranted § treatment 
which has been, and is being, accord- 
ed the higher classes coming, or seek- 
j\ing to come, to this country. There 
is absolutely no warrant for treating 
| the high class Chinaman one whit 
| differently from the Japanese or the 
European merchant, student or trav- 
eler. To pursue such discriminatory 
policy is not only’in the teeth of the 
treaty obligations and assurances of 
this government, but it argues a de- 
gree of ignorance on dur part most 
humiliating. 

The time has come when the busi- 
ness men of the country should unite 
‘in opposing that senseless political 
clamor responsible for this ignorance 
) and injustice. The business interests 
of the United States in China are too 
‘important to be sacrificed on the altar | 
of sand lot politics. A  scensibie | 
‘treaty with China, one breathing the 
(spirit of fairness asked for by the 
‘Chinese merchants, should be the 
' first step; sensible legislation along 
ithe same line should be enacted by 
‘congress, and then it should be the 
duty of the executive department to 
see that the spirit of such treaty and 
such legislation is followed in the 
administration of the exclusion laws. 
The business men of the south can 
be a potent influence in bringing 
about these results.

Brother Tom’s Splendid Victory. 

The election of Colonel Thomas B, 
Davis to represent the second West 
Virginia district in congress is not 
only a democratic victory worthy of 
specia] note, but it is interesting as 
an additional illustration of the 
strong hoid of the Davises upon the 
people of their state. 

In a district which has been strong 
ly republican since the days it was 
represented by William L, Wilson, 
Colonel Davis has just been victorious 
over his republican opponent in a 
special election to fill the vacancy 
created by the appointment of Alston 
G. Dayton to the federal bench, his 
majority being something over one 
thousand. The campaign was a short 
but sharp one; and while the {otal 
vote was small as compared with that 
cast in the presidential] election last 
year, the same proportionate decrease 
was shown in the democratic as in the 
republican counties of the district. 

Democratic victory under the cir 
cumstances seems significant of a 
healthy condition in the party. With- 
out the stimulus of the strong person- 
ality of President Roosevelt, and with- 
out the immense campaign fund which 
cut such figure last year, the republi- 
can party lost in a district where it 
Was assumed the chances were all 
with them. Surely there is everything 
in this state of affairs to encourage 
the democracy of the nation. 

Colone] Davis was not a candidate 
for the democratic nomination; in- 
deed, he protested against its being 
given him. But the call from the 
democratic masses was for the strong- 
est man who could be found, and that 
meant “Brother Tom.” Having suc- 
ceeded in persuading him to become 
their standard bearer, the voters went 
to work in earnest and the result was 
a splendid victory. 

The Davises are the foremost citi- 
zens of West Virginia. In last year’s 
terrific landslide, based as it was on 
Mrs Roosevelt’s personality, it was 
impossible for the people of the state 
to pay to the elder Davis, “Uncle” 
Henry Gassaway, that tribute they 
felt in their hearts was his due; but 
they have taken the first opportunity 
to make amends, and in honoring 
Colonel Tom they have done credit to 
their state.

Sam Dallis Was Pinned Beneath Curb 
While Water Rose. 
LaGrange, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
Sam Dallis, a negro well digger of this 
city, met with an awful death in an 
old well in this city this morning.

Revised Banking Laws. 


“The importance of a standing legisia- 
tive committee cannot be too stronslv 
emphasized. It will be remembered that 
there is now at work a committee 17- 
pointed by the governor to revise the 
banking laws of Georgia. That committee 
should have the cooperation and counsel 
of a committee appointed by this body, 
and we may then hope, with some reason, 
that the antiquated banking laws of 
Georgia will be developed on the lines of 
ree gah aggressive and intelligent bank- 
ng. 

“In this connection, the importance of 
the passage of the negotiable Instrument 
law, a law in accordance with the best 
and highest ideals of modern bank'ng 
and one which has been embodied in the 
the statutes of all the progressive com- 
munities of the country, cannot be io9 
srongly urged. 

“In my opinion, the bankruptcy law has 
entirely met the purpose of its enact- 
ment, No bankruptcy law should be in- 
tended for more than a temporary expe. 
dient. Certainly there can be debate that 
a law designed to make easy the avold- 
ance of one’s debts, and whose necessary 
effect is the fostering of disregard for 
monetary obligations, the lowering of 
the spirit of personal honesty, shoulé 
not be a fixture on the body of our 
legislation. 

“The executive council recommends the 
setting apart of a fund of $500 to be 
used in aiding in the capture and prosecu- 
tion of unfaithful bank employees, ard 
in discovering and bringing to punish- 
ment those who engage in schemes +t, 
cheat and defraud banks and the offi- 
cers thereof, as well as thieves and rob. 
bers, I cordially recommend the adop‘ton 
of this suggestion. 

“Of course in every banking enterprise 
the lending Of money is the key to fits 
success.
